No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Innuni  sat  ion. 

The  Annual  Immunisation  programme  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
was  continued  during  the  year. 

190  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  received  a full  course  of 
primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus.  4 children  under 
5 years  received  a reinforcing  injection  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

477  school  children  received  a reinforcing  injection  against 
Diphtheria  and  274  a reinforcing  injection  aginst  Tetanus. 

n further  588  school  children  had  a primary  course  against  tetanus 
and  96  against  Diphtheria. 

The  percentage  of  school  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  is  88.33a  and  against  Tetanus,  75.  6C 

An  intensive  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  campaign  was  held 
in  the  schools  this  year.  102  children  received  a primary  course  of 
protection  and  216  a reinforcing  dose.  The  percentage  of  children  in 
Featherstone  protected  against  this  disease  is  86.53/

INTRODUCTION. 

In  this  section  is  given  a brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act, 

VITAL  STATISTICS . 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
1965  was  135?"  an  increase  of  9 compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  20.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  20,  6 for  the  previous  year,  was  well  above  the  West 
Aiding  Administrative  County  rate  of  18,.  2 and  the  vagi  and  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  18 1 0. 


Deaths. 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  .visional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  609,  a decrease  of  37  compared  with  1964. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  censes  was  9-2  pen  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  is  11.6 
and  England  and  Wales  11,5 


Infant  Mortality. 


In  1965  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  28, 
a decrease  of  6 compared  with  1964*  The  Infant  Mortality  was  23.0  as 
against  25.3  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  MortaJ.ity. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  divisional  area  during  the 

year. 


MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES . 


Midwifery. 


Cf  the  1339  notified  live  births,  455  were  delivered  by 
domiciliary  midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  68  of 
these  cases.

27,  all  of  these  being  domiciliary. 


G-as  and  Air  Analgesia, 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
administration  and  were  equipped  with  a Trilene  Analgesia  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  60  cases*  Trilene  was  administered  in  53 
cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  276  cases. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 


There  are  two  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
Pontefract  and  Knottingley.  During  the  year  278  patients  attended.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  was  1172.  35  patients  were  examined  post-natally  during 

the  year. 


Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Peatherstone  Clinics. 

'•^hese  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  ^linics  during  the  year  was  886. 

Institutional  Midwivery. 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  6astleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth, 

During  the  year  accommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  all  those  with  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds. 


CHILD  V/ELFARE. 

There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  ^eatherstone  and 
Knottingley.  A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  ’Whitley 
Bridge,  Nomersley,  Kggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hensall,  Monk 
Pryston  and  Bairburn  in  the  Osgoldcross  ilural  district,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

During  1965?  2,766  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  22,4A9 
attendances.

Mr.  D. &.  Pick3.es,  Clinic  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  P.Y.  Harris, 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  Clinic. 


Speech  Therapy. 


Mrs.  N.  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  hald-days 
each  week  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  week  at  the  Castle  Pay  E. S.N.  School  and  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic. 
During  the  year  160  sessions  were  held  and  103  children  were  treated. 


Handicapped  Pupils. 


The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  end  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for 
placement  in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 

and  Entrants  to  Training  College. 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  Candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  college  Authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow-  a course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  44  candidates  were  examined  and  where 
necessary,  x-ray  examinations  arranged.

B.C.G-.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time  to 
all  children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection 
during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  whose  parents  have 
not  consented.  Each  child  has  therefore,  a continuing  opportunity  to  be 
vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

A free  Chiropody  service  is  provided  for  the  following  categories

The  Home  Help  Service  is  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  194-6.  Section  29  of  the  Act  stipulates  the  class  of  case  for  which 
provision  of  a Home  Help  can  be  made.  These  are  as  follows:  - 


(a)  111.  (d)  Expectant  Mother. 

(b)  Lying-in.  (ft)  Mental  Defective. 

(c)  Aged.  (f)  A child  not  over  compulsory 

school  age. 

Before  a Home  Help  can  be  provided,  a form  of  application  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  household  on  which  he  undertakes  either  to  pay 
the  whole  cost  of  the  service  or  to  give  a statement  of  his  income  and  agree 
to  pay  the  assessed  charge  according  to  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  a Home  Help  be  used  as  a sitter-in  and  the 
amount  of  assistance  which  a patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly  to  the 
amount  of  domes'cic  work  which  is  required  to  be  done.

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Much  good  work  in  this  field  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  working  in  the  Division, 

MED I CAL  EXAMINATION  OF  STAFF . 

In  1965,  43  examinations  were  made  of  staff  in  connection  with 
super  annua t ion. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  in  Schools. 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  growing  emphasis  for  this  in 
recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  administered  in  a combined  fora  with 
Diphtheria. 

By  the  end  of  1965  out  of  a school  population  of  10,820  children, 

9,687  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  89.527c  of  the 
population,  whilst  in  the  four  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has  been 
available  7,409  (69-0 2%)  children  have  been  immunised  against  tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the  school 
programme  in  1964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate.  9,799  school 
children  are  no?/  protected  against  this  disease,  representing  90.50^  of 
the  school  populations 

The  reedy  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  tne  success  of  which  is  shown  in  the  high  immunity  rates 
achieved  amongst  school  children. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox, 

During  1965  341  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried

The  Child  Neglected,  in  its  Own  Home. 

Quarterly  meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  the 
child  neglected  in  its  own  home  were  held. 

These  meetings  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Health,  Welfare, 
Education  and  Childrens  Departments  of  the  bounty  Council,  the  Health  and 
Housing  Departments  of  the  County  District  Councils,  together  with  the 
Probation  Officer,  K.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  and  National  Assistance  Board 
Officer,  were  helpful  in  providing  an  interchange  of  information  and  a 
co-ordinated  approach  to  the  individual  case.

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1965o 

I regret  the  long  delay  in  its  preparation,  but  this  has  been 
unavoidable  due  to  the  very  heavy  pressures  of  my  house  letting  duties*, 

1965  had  its  own  particular  difficulties  in  that  Miss  Taylor  left 
your  service  on  the  7*di  May  to  take  up  a post  with  Knott ingley  Urban 
District  Council,  and  was  not  replaced  until  the  8th  July  when  Miss 
Brabbs  commenced  duties®  Thus  for  two  months,  the  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment was  reduced  by  one  third,  after  which  necessary  training  had  to  be 
given. 

However,  again  all  complaints  received  attention  and  as  much  routine 
public  health  work  was  done,  as  the  housing  and  office  duties  allowed,,

pipes  are  at  fault*  Hoy/ ever,  there  appears  to  be  still  some  inadequacy  in 
the  higher  parts  of  Pur  at  on  0 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  ere  taken  by  the  Board8  s 
Chemist;  of  the  raw  water,  cf  ’water  chlorinated  but  not  filtered,  and  of 
water  entering  the  supply  after  final  treatment*  Immediate  check  samples 
are  taken  of  any  proving  'unsatisfactory,  the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased 
and  the  matter  fully  investigated*  Any  new  mains  are  cleared  by  the  Chemist 
before  being  brought  into  use. 

The  p0H.  value  is  maintained  at  7»S  to  8o0  to  combat  possible  pi  umbo- 
solvency,  and  the  fluoride  content  is  negligible  never  exceeding  0*3.  p0p0m0 

All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  swimming  bath  at  St0  Wilfrid’s  R„C.  High  School  is  in  use  throughout 
the  school  year,  whilst  the  Lister  Baths  open  from  April  to  September. 

The  Lister  Baths  comprise  two  pools,  one  large  and  one  small  end  the 
school  has  one  pool  only.  The  water  is  drawn  initially  from  the  public 
mains  and  is  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  in  both  cases  by  fully 
automatic  treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed 
every  three  hours  and  at  the  school  every  six  hours0 

Chlorine  content  and  p0H„  value  are  checked  three  times  daily  by  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  was  1}6  of  which 
122  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  71  samples  were  taken  as  Laboratory 
checks  on  p.H.  value  and  chlorine  content.

During  19&5  52  additional  water  closets  were  provided  for  existing 
dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  causes  this  would  eliminate  the 
existing  external  water  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  are  not 
available.

Apart  from  occasional  home  isolation  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
investigation  of  infectious  diseases  was  confined  to  Sonnei  Dysentery 
and  Salmonella  infections.  In  each  case  a check  on  food  handlers  v/as 
made  and  specimens  collected  for  examination  as  necessary.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Two  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  for  refuse  collection,  with  the  spare 
vehicle  being  brought  into  service  when  necessary. 

Every  attempt  was  made  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
year,  but  on  occasions  delays  were  inevitable  due  to  sickness  and  inclement 
weather  together  with  the  smaller  capacity  of  the  spare  vehicle  when  this 
was  used  during  periods  of  breakdown. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping  which  again  was  restricted  throughout  the  year 
to  the  one  site  where  farm  land  is  being  reclaimed.  This  site  should  last 
a further  two  years,  after  which  an  incinerator  may  be  necessary, 

CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  H.ITTYING 


The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  Ackton  wood  Pastures  and  part  of  Ackworth  Road,  Purston,  with  a few 
others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district,  Jill  the  cesspools  are  emptied 
regularly  by  the  cesspool/gully  machine,  which  is  also  used  for  street  gully 
cleansing  on  the  Council’s  roads. 

This  machine  proves  extremely  useful  in  dealing  with  serious  drain  or 
sewer  stoppages  and  on  occasions  when  flooding  takes  place.  It  is  also 
used  as  a snowplough.

SMOKE  CONTROL. 

DOMESTIC 


The  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid  smokeless  fuels 
of  the  types  which  were  available  continued  in  new  and  improved  dwellings. 
Some  new  houses  are  fitted  with  central  heating  systems  and  Jaglin  Court  is 
heated  entirely  by  electricity.  Central  and  district  heating  is  planned  for 
future  aged  persons’  dwellings. 


INDUSTRIAL 


The  two  brickworks  are  still  hand-fired  coal  burning. 

The  scrap  cable  recovery  plant  is  fitted  with  a purpose  built,  oil- 
fired  furnace.  This  plant  is  controlled  by  H.M,  Alkali  Inspectorate. 

All  other  in dus trial  plant  is  either  automatically  coal-fired,  oil- 
fired  or  electrified.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  LIGHTING  STANDARDS. 


Due  to  staffing  difficulties  and  pressure  of  other  duties,  no  inspections  under 
the  Act  were  possible  during  the  last  three  months  of  1965  so  that  the  requested 
information  is  not  available. 

However,  during  all  inspections  lightmeter  readings  are  taken  on  a pocket  photo- 
meter and  the  readings  compared  with  the  recommended  standards  listed  on  the  back  of 
the  photometer.  These  appear  to  be  according  to  "The  I.E.S.  Code"  (1961).  Serious 
deficiencies  are  pointed  out  to  the  responsible  person.  Although  there  has  been 
insufficient  time  for  check  re -inspections , improvements  in  standards  have  been  noted 
during  visits  paid  for  other  purposes. 
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
